NOTE A - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Accounting principles followed by PFA Security Asset Management, Inc. (the Company) and the
methods of applying those principles which materially affect the determination of financial
position, results of operation and cash flows are summarized below:

Commission revenues are recorded by the Company when the services are rendered.
Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally
accepted in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent
assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues
and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.
